Presidential Cares Telling Upon 


Him—Silently Asking for Indi- 


cation as to His Mak- 


ing Good.

their loss only temporary, it was 
said today. 


The last of the subsidies to the

speaking tour. 


Debs showed symptoms of Illness 


In New York several days ago and 
he was hurried to his home. Mra. 
Debs said today that her husband 
WEB suffering "from a heart attack." 


Theodore Debs, brother of the so- 


cialist leader, said overwork was the 
cause. 


Dr. M. P. Stephens, the Debs' fam- 


ily physician, said this morning that 
his patient was slightly improved. 


Debs has never recovered from his 


confinement In the federal peniten- 
tiary at Atlanta, Ga. 
He was sen- 


tenced to serve ten years in jail fol- 
lowing his conviction in Cleveland 
on a charge of violating the war es- 
pionage act 


Debs entered prison April 13, 1919, 


but was pardoned by President Hard- 
ing after serving about three years 
of the sentence. 


Debs was confined to his hoane for 


several months after his release. He 
recuperated so rapidly that he re- 
sponded to a call for a. speaking tour 
of the United State*.

Ed- 
wards blamed his runaway escapade 
to booze. He had learned his les- 
son and wanted to get out and sup- 
port his family. The wife expressed 
her faith in him. While he told his 
story be held the oldest child, a 
fine looking boy, in his arms. 


A blind father and a hard working 


mother and daughter were present 
to plead for the liberty of Cameron 
H. Dunn, the twenty-two year old son 
and brother, sent to the pen from 
Box Butte county for from one to 
twenty years for forgery.

Former Nebraskan, Recently De- 


ceased, Associated With Count 


Creighton as Ranchman. 


"In the passing of John A Mc- 


Shane, Nebraska loses another of its 
characters that harks back to the 
dajs when "cattlemen were kings," 
said Grant L Shumway, secretary 
of the state department of agricul- 
ture 
"He was associated with the 


Creightons and the Bay State com- 
pany which began with the starting 
of that period of "taming the wilder- 
ness" and ended with the moving of 
range cattle from Nebraska. 


"Count Creighton is referred to in 


the first recorded history of cattle 
in western Nebraska, when in 1865 
some of the cattle he was wintering 
near the present site of Bridgeport 
were stolen and slaughtered by In- 
dians. Creighton then established 
the first ranch in Wjoming on the 
Laramle plains. He later built on 
Horse Creek, and then on Pumpkin 
Creek in Nebraska. 


"The association with John A. Mc- 


Shane was first remarked in the pur- 
chase of the Circle Arrow ranch 
near Kimbell. (then called Anielope- 
*ille) 
This ranch sold to Griffin & 


Hark'.n and they to John Sparks.

the Hohenzollern throne indicated he 
was following a policy 
of keeping 


"hands off" the turbulent political 
situation, with its monarchist and 
communist plots and counter-plots. 


In opening the interview, the for- 


mer crown prince said: "Please don't 
ask me about politics. Don't press ine 
tor political utterances." 


The next 
moment, 
however, he 


opened a lively fire of questions of 
his own about affairs of state thru- 
out the world, asking them with all 
the enthusiasm of a news hungry re- 
porter. 


"How about the British elections?" 


he demanded eagerly. "Has Lloyd 
George a chance to win the premier- 
ship again?" 


"I like his book," he added. 
"After five years in Holland, I'm 


isolated from my own folk. I have 
lost direct touch with the world," he 
&aid, explaining his lack of informa- 
tion. "I have nothing but the warm- 
est praise for my treatment in Hol- 
land," he 
remarked, 
and then he 


looked around the room, smiled and 
remarked "but there is no place like 
home." 
, As he spoke two of his children 
entered the chamber and rushed into 
his arms. He gathered them up with 
a look of paternal pride. 


Last Saw Them in 1918. 


"I last saw them in 1918," he said 


to the correspondent. 


The tall lean man whose return to 


Germany has created a. furore in the 
allied nations, patted the children's 
heads affectionately and then turned 
back to the business of being inter- 
\iewed. 


"My journey from Holland to Oels 


was very fatiguing," he said. "I am 
very much surprised that everybody 
seemed to know all about my depar- 
ture." 


Their imperial highnesses received 


the correspondent 
at 12:30 in the

bat to the state $1 a day per man for 
labor. This item for tbe past twelve 
months amounted to $21,911. 
Fac- 


tory receipts in addition to this 
amount are turned over to the state 
to pay operating costs, salaries and 
upkeep. The October payroll for of- 
ficials and inmates alone amounted 
to nearly ?2,000. Officials drew ?855 
and inmate workers $1,083.64. 


On October 31 undivided profits 


amounting to 126,309.12 were at 
hand. When these profits become so 
large that they are no longer needed 
as an 
operating fund, they 
are 


turned in to the state. 


Prison revenue, however, cannot 


be judged from the above listed ac- 
tivities alone. Warden Fenton op- 
erates a big stock farm. He raises 
enough pork to supply the institu- 
tion. His cows furnish milk and his 
hens lay eggs. Every spring and 
summer he raises acres and acres o" 
garden truck. Products 
from the 


soil are used on table in the green 
state and are canned and stored up 
for winter. The farm produces oats, 
wheat, corn and other commodities. 
This year the warden is harvesting 
a big corn prop. He will have corn 
to sell and the money will flow into 
the state's strong box. 


Shortly after Mr. Randall took of- 


fice Mr. Cone told him that when 
he came to know the governor he 
would find that he had been entirely 
mistaken iu his estimate of him, and 
that he would prove to be the best 
chief executive the state ever had. 
Mr. Cone* entered into details as to 
what he expected the new governor 
to do.

state of Nebraska ever had I scoffed 
at it and gave you the horse laugh, 
but I find that I was greatly mista- 
ken and I am enclosing you the rea- 
son for my change of heart toward 
the aforesaid governor. 


It is a shame that our constitution 


and laws do not provide an adequate 
salary for a man with the ability 
that this man has evidenced by the 
enclosed newspaper statement, show- 
ing a 24 million dollar saving. He 
ought to have at least five per cent 
for being able to save the taxpayers 
twenty-five million in dollars, which 
would give him a very modest sal- 
ary for such wonderful service of 
one million two hundred fifty thous- 
and."The legislature 
should be con- 


vened at once and the governor's 
salary be raised commensurate with 
the service he is rendering. In addi- 
tion I would have a large size medal 
made and finished with a sanded sur- 
face, studded with chunks of pure 
coal. I would have a wreath of laur- 
els surrounding the entire

LINCOLN WHOLESALERS BEGIN 
PEEPAEATION FOE HOLIDAY. 


Most 
of 
Thanksgiving 
Birds 


Shipped From Sandhills in 


West Nebraska. 


Local wholesalers -will start next 


week to round up the turkeys for 
the Thanksgiving feast. Most of the 
birds are shipped from the 
sand 


hills in western Nebraska for the 
annual "turkey day" dinner in Lin- 
coln. They are raised in the west, 
nortliweat and southwest sections of 
the §t»te within a radius of three to 
four hundred miles 
from 
Lincoln. 


They feed on the ranges during the 
summer and then are corn-fed for 
two to three weeks, before shipping, 
to fatten them for the feast. Birds 
from other sections of the country 
including Wyoming, South Dakota, 
eastern Colorado and western Kan- 
sas reach the Lincoln market for 
Thanksgiving but the bulk of supply 
comes from the western sections or 
the state. A limited 
number of 


turkeys are raised in small flocks 
nearby Lincoln whereas herds of 
these birds ranging from flocks of 
twenty to two or three hundred are 
seen on the ranges In the western 
sections, the wholesalers say. 


The movement of turkeys 
from 


the growers to the market starts 
about November 10, according to C. 
Mozer, of C. Mozer & Bros., but the 
f-arly shipments are sent on to the 
New York market 
The last car 


load leaves Lincoln on November 18 
in order to be In time for the "tur- 
key day" feast in the east. 
After 


November 19, turkeys that arrive in 
Lincoln are kept here for home con- 
sumption. Nearly a week is re- 
quired for a shipment to reach New 
York under ordinary shipping con- 
ditions at the present time. When 
the Thanksgiving rush is on, the 
shipments are slowed down twenty- 
eight to forty-two hours, he said. 


There seems to be a tendency to 


hold back the turkeys this year, 
"according"to -Charles Wilson of Wil- 
son & Dana company who stated 
that dealers are not offering as high 
prices as a year ago. "There are 
plenty of them this year and 
the 


dealers are trying to buy cheaper 
but the turkeys are not coming," he 
said. 


It is too early yet to tell much 


about "turkey" conditions, accord- 
ing to Max Mozer. Lincoln depends 
largely upon local shipments from 
the west and from the northern sec- 
tion of Kansas, he said. 


The turkeys that come to this 


market are' big, fine birds. 
They 


grow rather wild on the ranges all 
summer and it is said no farmer 
know* how many turkeys he 
has 


until thoy "come home to roost" in 
the fall. The hens steal their nests 
avay in the spring but always bring 
the flocks home with them when 
the weather begins to get cold in the 
fall. 
They are then locked up in 


cribs and fattened for the market 
The we«tern Kansas turkeys 
are 


usually not ready for the Thanks- 
giving market They do not reach 
full size until after 
Christmas, a 


local wholesaler who handles birds 
from 
all western sections, said. 


There 
are 
few "culls" 
among 


turkeya as compared with chickens. 
The birds are hard to raise and only 
the strong, healthy ones live to grow 
up. They thrive in the range coun- 
tries but do not do well in crowded 
or damp sections.

MEN AND THINGS

The supreme court will, of course, attend to 


the law of the case, but we feel quite sure that 
if there is ever any doubt about whether our 
automobile is going to reach the crossing he- 
fore the swiftly moving passenger train, we 
•will not carry the argument to any painful ex- 
tent. An automobile may have an equal right 
to a crossing with a railroad train, just as the 
pedestrian has an equal right to a street cross- 
ing with the driver of an automobile, but the 
discreet and prudent man ought to know how 
to act in either event. 


The very hroad hint is given that the French 


premier's speech in which he made it plain that 
while he favored an international conference 
on the ability of Germany to pay reparations 
he -would still insist on fixing the amount, was 
intended purely for home consumption. 
That 


is, that having ridden into power on a promise 
to make the Germans hand over every cent 
they have, he is afraid the people will throw 
him overboard if he does not do his best to 
make good. Meanwhile he would be very glad 
if the United States would make him take less. 
BO that he could have a plausible explanation 
at hand. That is the true politician for you. 
There is no reason why a man should talk or 
write differently in pubUc than in private. 


Personally we find we have lost much of our 


admiration for France that was born during the 
war wheu she was gallantly struggling for life. 
One reason is that she has shown not only an 
indisposition to pay back the money she bor- 
rowed from us, but has hinted very strongly 
that she does not intend to do so. The Amer- 
ican, commissioners and other representatives 
have been frankly told that France thinks we 
ought to forgive and forget the four billions 
she owes us. She is not even trying to pay the 
Interest. What sort of a state of mind is that 
toward a nation that poured her sons by the 
millions into France and saved the day when 
if they had never been sent Germany would be 
lord of Europe? 


Somebody ought to call the attention of the 


governor of the federal reserve bank system, 
who is protesting its innocence of responsibil- 
ity for the disastrous deflation of 1920 to the 
fact established by competent legal evidence in 
the federal -court during a recent trial of three 
men who were accused in connection with the 
failure of 'the Hebb Motors company. The de- 
fendants brought bankers and others to the 
stand to prove that the federal reserve sud- 
denly refused to continue discount privileges 
to automobile company paper, and this was the 
finishing blow to the enterprise. It was not dis- 
puted. The defendants were acquitted. They 
said that one branch of the government ought 
not to be charging them for a condition that re- 
sulted from the action of another department. 


The national 
industrial 
conference board, 


which makes a specialty of running down in- 
formation of that sort, says that taxes, stated 
in dollars, are three and a half times as great 
as they were in 1913, while the average indi- 
vidual is only about half as well fixed to meet 
them. In other words, that income has not in- 
creased in proportion to taxes. 
This is well 


Illustrated by the farmer. Agriculture paid 624 
millions in taxes in 1913 and nearly a billion 
and a half in 1922. The taxes levied on the rest 
of the community have risen from 1,570 mil- 
lions in 1913 to 6,625 millions in 1922, but this 
does not mean the farmer has been favored. 
The ratio of taxes to income for the farmer has 
gone up from 10.6 per cent to 16.6 per cent, 
while the rest of us have been raised from 4.1 
per cent to 11.9 per cent. 


The basic instinct of religion, we believe, 


is a desire to serve, to help, because it is onjr 
in that way that we can express Its vital prin- 
ciple, love. Emerson said that the worst thing 
about charity is that the lives you are asked 
to preserve are not worth preserving. The 
truth of this is often so evident to those who 
administer it as well as those who provide 
the means that it is not to be argued, but even 
the most hardened sinner not only shrinks 
from advocating any policy of extermination 
but will help when he finds out just what 
extremity these weaklings and 
unfortunates 


are in. We use this roundabout method to 
support our old thesis that the race is in- 
stinctively reliifious. and that our great need 
Is an intelligent leadership that recognizes and 
can make use of this fact
